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TWO SLIVERS. 
The Kind ef Trees That Grow on 
Puget Sound. 

The San Franciseo Architect and 
Building News says the two finest 
pieces of timber that ever were 
sawn were hauled through San | 
Francisco Triennial week. One 
piece is 144 feet long by 18 inches 
in size; and contains 3,456 feet of 
lumber. For over 100 feet there is 
no knot that a five-cent nickel will 
not cover, and in the whole piece 
of timber the largest Knot can be 
covered by a half dollar. Itis won- 
derful that a stick of timber of the 
size given should be so remarkably 
clear of kvots. Its companion is of 
the same length, 16 inebes square, 
and contains 2,352 feet. When it is 
taken into consideration that the 
tree from which the first mentioned 
piece of timber was taken was cut 
several feet above the ground, and 
that 150 teet from the cut made to 
fell the tree, it was of such a size 
as to enable the millman to saw the 
log so as to produce a piece of tim- 
ber of the size given, one can 
imagine the size the butt must be, 
and partiy comprehend the amount 
of labor required to handle such an 
immense stick. 

These pieces of timber were sawn 
at the Port Blakely Mills, Wash- 
ington Territory, the owners being 
Renton, Holmes & Co., the well- 
known lumber merchants of this 
city. 

A short time ago there was re- 
ceived ‘in this city a stick of tim- 
ber 104 feet long, 24 inches square, 
and almost free ffom knots, - After 
its arrival here it was allowed to be 
on inspection for a short time, 
when it was taken to ove of our 
mills and sawed into joists, as the 
purpose for which it was manufac- 
tured was given up, and no use 
could be found at the time for a 
stick of timber of such large di- 
mensions.

1860, and gives a summary of all naval 
contracts with American Ship builders. 
He claims his figures are all newly col- 
lected from official sources and Ameri- 
can records never before published, and 
that they establish the responsibility of 
England for the falsification of Secre- 
tary Edwards’s prophecy of a speedy 
suppression of the rebellion. He gives 
a list of 23 English, blockade runners, 
ruptured inthe early part of the war, 
which were loaded with munitions of 
war to the value of $6,000,000. The 
navy improvised during the wat cost 
$840,000,000, and the material aia ves: 
sels were sold for $36,000,000, leaving 
the net cost of the war navy $47, 000,-

United States has spent for new naval 
vessels only $3,000,000, while England 
has spent $156,000,000, France $88, 
000,000 and Rassia $35, 000,000.
